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DETAILED ACTION 



This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because the 
reference sign(s) mentioned in the description are not consistent with those in FIG. 2, e.g. those 
identifying the lambda probes. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) and/or an appropriate 
amendment to the description are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 
37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4-7, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. There is insufficient antecedent basis for numerous 
limitations in these claims such that it is not clear what these limitations are intended to refer to. 
For example, it is not clear what the limitation "the number of possible runthroughs"" in claim 4, 
lines 6-7, is intended to refer to. In claim 9, line 3, the limitation "relatively shallow" is indefinite 
because the specification lacks some standard for measuring the degree intended. See 
Ex parte Oetiker, 23 USPQ2d 1641 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1992). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ballou et al (US 4,757,463). Diagnostic function data is transmitted in a standard (i.e. uniform) 
format (column 7, lines 15-20) to a central function of PC AT controller 150. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ballou etal 
(US 4,757,463). Ballou et al discloses the claimed invention as stated above except for the 
relatively slow computation raster. It would have been an obvious matter of routine optimization 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the 
diagnostic system of Ballou et al with a relatively slow computation raster. 

"[Wjhere the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive 
to discover the optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation." In re Alter, 220 F.2d 
454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 4-7 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Krass, Jr. et al (US 4,853,850) discloses a vehicle computer diagnostic interface 
apparatus that uses a standardized data format. Eid et al (US 6,115,654) discloses a sensor 
interface system that uses a common format.
